Shortening the growing season oi | 
the IfilS corn crop by a week to ten j 
days would have put millions of dol­ 
lars In the farmer’s pocket. 
Ten days 
would not have saved all tho loss from 
soft corn, but a single week would 
have made ears that were a total loss 
good enough for feeding and made 
sui'h corn good only for feeding into | 
marketable ears. 
When, as In some ] 
eases, not more than two bushels out | 
of three were good for market or a j 
bO-bushel crop represented but GO bush­ 
els at the elevator, a few days would 
have added dollars to every acre. 
Leaviug variety out of the question, 
perhaps the most important factor in 
obtaining a yield of good, solid ears is 
the use of available plant food In suf­ 
ficient 
q u a n t i t i e s and in tho proper 
balance to give the crop a quick start 
and to enable it to press on to early 
maturity. 
A little nitrogen applied in 
a complete fertilizer in spring will 
give the corn crop a quick start, while 
the phosphoric acid and potash in tho 
fertilizer will cause it to mature sev­ 
eral days ahead of unfertilized crops. 
If you are using fair amounts of ma­ 
nure on your corn crop, the manure 
will contain sufficient quantities of ni­ 
trogen and potash for your crop, but 
manure is weak in phosphoric acid, 
so to obtain an early ripening crop, 
apply 200 to 400 pounds of acid phos­ 
phate (the crop ripener) to your crop 
in 
connection 
with 
applications 
of 
farm manures.
